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This  index  covers  the  issues  Spring 
1980  through  Winter  1987.  It  indexes 
feature  articles,  short  items  known 
as  "Nature  Notes,"  and  the  columns 
"Earthwatch"  (news  report)  and 
"Groundswell"  (editorial).  (Very 
short  items  in  "Earthwatch"  have  not 
been  included.)  Two  columns  that  do 
not  appear  at  present  are  also 
indexed:  "Ontario  Naturalists" 

(nature  clubs)  and  "Photography 
Notebook." 

Seasons '  Family  Supplement,  which 
was  first  published  with  the  Winter 
1983  issue,  is  indexed  here.  A 
chronological  list  of  Family 
Supplements  also  appears  at  the  end 
of  the  index. 

In  this  index,  items  are  listed  in 
chronological  order  under  each 
subject.  Animals  are  grouped 
primarily  by  class:  arachnids,  birds, 
crustaceans,  mammals,  etc.  Places 
are  indexed  in  a  number  of  ways. 
Wetlands  appear  under  "Wetlands"; 
parks  under  either  "Parks,  national" 
or  "Parks,  provincial."  A  few 
regions  and  natural  areas  merit  their 
own  categories.  For  the  most  part, 
places  that  are  the  subject  of  two  or 
more  listings  are  given  their  own 
categories.  Otherwise,  places  are 
indexed  according  to  the  focus  of  the 
article;  a  story  about  logging  in  the 
Copeland  Forest,  for  example,  will 
appear  under  "Forests  &  forestry," 
not  under  the  place  name. 

The  word  "map"  indicates  one  or 
more  maps.  The  words  "map  insert" 
indicate  a  large  map  accompanying  a 
special  issue.  A  +  sign  after  a  page 
number  indicates  that  the  article 
continues  at  the  back  of  the  issue.
